American group| has increased over the past ten years to tjie point where any 
complete Ifstijig would likely contain several thousand individual entries. 

"As an alternative to a comprehensive list, particularly for researchers and 
educators who might be relatively unfamiliar with this body of information, 
this paper provides the titles of existing bibliographies and literature' 
reviews. . 

Many of the cited bibliographies are annotated. Some appear at the*\ 
ends of books or monographs; in most instances, these types of •bibl iographies 
have been included only, if th^;^are specially compiled and go beyDnd the • 
usual listing of references cited in the body of the text. The literature 

Veviews are useful as they provide cri.tical frameworks.within which to 
examjne certain typ^ of materials. 

. . The^titles that follow are arranged by Pacific/Asian group exc.ept for 
an initial general section and concluding sections on special^, topics and 
selected sources on racia,l/ethnic groups. Some of these titles may not be 
widely available. except through the use of interlibrary loan procedures.
